Report  of  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health 
for  the  Year  1968 


Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  of  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  for  the  year  1968  compiled  in  accordance  with 
the  directions  of  the  Ministry  of  Health. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  population  for  mid-year 
is  18,350,  a  decrease  of  10  on  the  previous  year.  The  1961  Census 
Report  gave  the  population  as  15,750  :  7,451  males  and  8,299 
females. 

The  death  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s  compara¬ 
bility  factor  of  1.02  was  12.71  compared  with  a  1967  rate  of  11.49. 
The  number  of  deaths  from  all  causes  was  229  (1967  -  209) — 
132  males  and  97  females.  An  analysis  of  the  main  causes  of 
deaths  will  be  found  on  page  (A)  of  this  report.  Deaths  from 
lung  cancer  16  (1967  -  11). 

The  birth  rate  corrected  by  the  Registrar  General’s  compara¬ 
bility  factor  of  0.98  was  20.23,  compared  with  18.19  in  1967. 
The  total  number  of  live  births  379 — 204  males  and  175  females. 
There  were  18  illegitimate  live  births,  giving  an  illegitimacy  rate 
of  4.75  per  cent  (1967  -  6.45  per  cent).  The  figure  for  stillbirths 
4  (1967  -  8),  with  a  stillbirth  rate  per  1,000  total  live  and  still¬ 
births  of  10.44  (1967-22.9).  Infant  Deaths  (deaths  under 
1  year)  11  (1967-3).  Total  infant  deaths  per  1,000  total  live 
births  29.02  (1967  -  8.79).  Legitimate  infant  deaths  per  1,000 
legitimate  live  births  30.47  (1967-9.40).  Illegitimate  infant 
deaths  per  1,000  illegitimate  live  births,  Nil  (1967  -  Nil).  Neo¬ 
natal  Mortality  Rate  (deaths  under  4  weeks  per  1,000  total  live 
births  21.10  (1967-  8.79).  Early  Neo-natal  Mortality  Rate 
(deaths  under  1  week  per  1,000  total  live  births)  18.46  (1967  - 
5.86).  Perinatal  Mortality  Rate  (stillbirths  and  deaths  under 
1  week  combined  per  1,000  total  live  and  stillbirths)  28.72 
(1967  -28.65).  Maternal  deaths,  Nil  (1967  -Nil). 
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Infectious  Diseases 

136  cases  of  Infectious  Diseases  were  notified  during  1968 
compared  with  367  in  1967.  Scarlet  Fever  accounted  for  77  of 
these.  Measles  -  29,  Whooping  Cough  —  11,  Dysentery  -  16, 
Infective  Jaundice  -  2,  Pneumonia  -  1. 

The  number  of  cases  on  the  Tuberculosis  Register  was  5  less 
than  the  previous  year  at  142.  1  new  case  was  added  during 
the  year  and  there  was  2  Inward  Transfers,  4  removals  and 
1  recovered.

There  were  no 
Compulsory  Removals  in  Portslade  during  the  year  under 
Section  47  of  the  National  Assistance  Act,  1948.

Prevention  of  Damage  by  Pests  Act,  1949. 

The  destruction  of  rats  and  mice  has  been  successfully  con¬ 
tinued  throughout  the  year,  both  in  surface  properties  and  in 
the  Council's  sewers. 

During  the  year  153  rat  and  40  mice  infestations  were  dealt 
with  on  surface  properties  and  1  sewer  treatment  carried  out. 

The  increase  in  surface  infestation  is  mainly  due  to  the  large 
quantities  of  refuse  dumped  throughout  the  district. 

The  treatment  is  now  free  to  all  properties. 


Eradication  of  Vermin. 

During  the  year  19  houses  were  found  to  be  in  a  dirty  or 
verminous  condition  and  of  these,  1 1  were  disinfested  by  spraying 
with  insecticides. 

This  work  has  been  carried  out  by  the  Council  and  the  cost 
of  materials  has  been  charged  to  the  Owner  or  Occupier.
